Red Bluff Hotel (Case No. SPC-2014-0175A) — Presentation, discussion and action to consider
recommendation of three Waterfront Overlay variances for a proposed hotel and restaurant at 4701
Red Bluff Road.

1) LDC Section 25-2-721(B)(1), which prohibits parking areas and structures within
the primary setback;

2) LDC Section 25-2-721(C)(1), which permits only “fountains, patios, terraces,
outdoor restaurants and similar uses” within the secondary setback; and

3) LDC Section 25-2-721(C)(2), which limits impervious cover in the secondary
setback to a maximum of 30 percent.
